Corn, Soybean 
Support Price 
Is Announced 



The support price for corn 
soybeans at a National average 
has recently been announced— in 
advance of spring planting — in 
accordance with forward pricing 
provisions of the Agricultural 
Act of 1949. 

The support for corn has been 
announced at a minimum level 
on a National average of $1.60 per 
bushel. This rate is subject to up- 
ward revision if 90% of parity at 
the beginning of the 1952 Mark- 
eting Year next October is more 
than the guaranteed rate. In no 
event, however, will the support 
for corn be lower than a National 
average of $1.60 per bushel. Sup- 
port for 1951-crop corn is $1.57. 

The support for 1952-crop soy- 
beans has been set at a fixed level 
of $2.56 per bushel, which reflects 
90% of parity as of November 15, 
1951. The support for 1951-crop 
soybeans is $2.45 per bushel.

Kentucky Sets 
New Record In 
Dairy Revenue 

A new all-time high cash farm 
income from dairy products of 
$65,889,000 was received by Ken- 
tucky milk producers in 1951, a 
16.8 per cent increase over the 
previous year. 

Kentucky climbed up to eighth 
place nationally in the production 
of Cheddar cheese and maintained 
fourth position in evaporated milk 
and 16th place in butter. 

These outstanding production 
achievements were announced by 
Leo J. White, Louisville, manager 
of the Blue Valley division of 
Beatric Foods, in his president's 
address before the 27th annual 
meeting of the Dairy Products 
Association of Kentucky. 

He pointed out that over 2 bil- 
lion pounds of milk are produced 
annually on 97,580 farms in Ken- 
tucky. Of this total amount, 33 
per cent is used on farms, 20 per 
cent in the manufacture of but 
ter, 17 per cent in processing 
evaporated milk, 15 per cent in 
fluid milk consumption, 10 per 
cent in cheesemaking, 3 per cent 
in ice cream and 2 per cent in 
miscellaneous uses.

Another thing that contributes 
to political delinquency is con- 
tinuing any one man too long in 
office.

During his first years 
of office, an official makes his 
real contribution to the country, 
the state or municipality. When 
he attempts to perpetuate himself 
in office by building up slush | 
funds, and by increasing the num- 
ber on the public payroll, while 
at the same time declaiming his 
indispensability and pronouncing 
that a state of emergency exists 
with which only he can cope, 
then it is high time to dispense 1 
with his services and retire him 
to private life. 

This applies to an alderman, a 
mayor, a state legislator, a mem- 
ber of Congress, or even to a 
president of the United States. 

Yes, politicians can be fair and 
honest if we, the electors, demand 
it of them and refrain from using 
them as tools by means of which 
to plunder the taxpayers' money. 
As to the politicians who just 
naturally are "bad ones," they 
can be taken care of very nicely 
by an aroused electorate — they

those whom we elect to public 

Most Men Honest 

Most men elected to political 
office are inherently honest — 






they aspire to serve their fellow 
citizens well — they embark c 
their public careers fired with 
zeal to do a thorough, unselfish 
job of cleaning up corruption and 
of administering honestly, capab- 
ly and economically the publi 
affairs entrusted to their control 
and guidance. The exceptions to 
this rule are few. 

Hat On The Peg 
But, the new political electee 
barely has time to hang his hat 
on the peg provided by the tax- 
payers' money before the on- 
slaught begins. Individuals, com- 
mittees, pressure groups, corpo- 
rations, mendicants, cranks, chis- 
elers, social reformers and legions 
of others besiege him for this fa- 
vor apd that handout— nearly all 
of them making selfish, unreas- 
onable demands upon him to 
crack open the public treasury 
and give them some of the loot. 

Tis a hardy soul, indeed, who 
can withstand this bombardment 
of patronage panhandlers and
